R E M A R K A B L E SHOOTING. 


Killing Ff>ur Caritioiiw Out of FU’e Ht Long 
DiHtanc-H. 


A party of four of us left Bath for tho 
upper part of Maine for a fcmr days’ 
hunting trip. There was one num among 
• ^ (Jrderly Sergeant Ivii iiardson, U. S. 
A., at F«)rt Popham, Me., still iu the 
sorvii'o. 
On the third morning threu of 
us—tho serf»eanWunother and njy.self— 
left camp tugethvi* in search of «ame, 
tlie snow falling thick, but calm ; uo 
wind. 
Wti had not ^ouo more than u 
uiilo from camp when we saw on tho 
ac.\t ridge (a hillside) five caribous 
standing in such an open place tbat it 
was almost impo.ssihiu to get nearer to 
them w ithout being .seen. 
After a w ait 
of some tinio for them to change their 
position, that wo m ight advance aud get 
a shot of more certainty, our silence 
%vns broken by the sergeant’s remark 
tbat ho bad killed doer as far away as 
tiiat, and thought bu could kill one of 
tbeso. 


Wo all agreed to let bim take u shot 
and estimated tbe distance at 500 yards. 
SViien be got iu his positiou, which bu 
calls tbe Texas {^rip, and selecting tho 
on«' on tho right told us to look out for 
bim, at the crack of his rifle, to uiy 
groat surprise, down caiue tho aninuil 
with his back broken. Tbe others, l>eing 
bewildered, ran in a circle like, coming 
to a standstill somewhat nearer to us— 
all bauds estimated 450 yards. 
Again 
bo selected the ono ou tbo right, and at 
tbe crack of the gun ugaiu tbe anim al 
dropped, shot throuj^h tho heart, 
Tbe 
other tiiree leaped off in another direc­ 
tion, as we estimated, 000 yards. Thou 
the sergeaut adjusted bis sights to that 
distance, aud to my great surprise bo 
killed the third one. Tbe other two sep­ 
arated and oue of them came hack near 
to the first one that was shot, when ho 
stood broadside to us, aud tho sergeant 
fired, but shot low and broke both front 
legs just above tho knee. 
After a little 
skirmishing about in the brush wo 
found him, and ono more shot friiiu the 
old springlield rifle, w’ith the sergeant 
behind it, gave us four out of five cari­ 
bous aud only five shots ilred,and by only 
one n>an at that. 
We went into camp 
with flying colors and were tho center 
of attraction that evening. 


One of tho party intiuired of the ser­ 
geant where he had obtained such proii 
ciency iu marksmanship, when ho pulled 
bis coat opiiu and exhibited a splendid 
gold badge from the army, a distin­ 
guished m arksm an’s medal, won by 
him in 18HU iu the divisiou competition 
of tho army, departm ent of the east. 
(Jur party were on this liunt for several 
days and killed six dei r, two elks and 
tour caribous, of which Sergeant Kich- 
ardson kilh d four earibtjus, three deer 
and ono elk, and he killed them ail over 
aOO yards, except one deer, which h 
sliot ou the run and about 150 yard? 
distance, 
breaking its 
neck.—J.

At Chickamagua there will 
six regiments of cavalry and the 
light batteries of five re.giments of a r­ 
tillery; at New Orleans, eight regiments 
infantry; at Tampa, seven regiments 
infantry, and at Mfibile, seven regi­ 
ments of infantry. Since the civil war 
such proportion of the arm y has 
been mobilized, and the movement ii- 
elf is the be.«)t evidence of the gravity 
the situation as looked upon by the 
rre.'^ident and his advisers.

WAR A WEEK OFF ÏE 


(Continued from page 4.) 
down to the present time—tht assump­ 
tion of congress to d«*elnre the inde- 
pendenc« of a nation lii contravention of 
the well known principles of Interna­ 
tional Inw. Ho said the amendment had 
been f«)rced into the resolution in the 
fnc* of the fact that the president did 
not «ounscl or even advise such a."tion. 
but on the other hand had declared em­ 
phatically against it. Ho said the pres­ 
ent Cuban republic was but a skeleton 
government and under the forms pre­ 
scribed mlKht with entire propriety in 
Its own good time enter Into a conven­ 
tion with Sjiain to the exclusion of the 
United States. 
In short the main ar­ 
gument against recowiition In a con­ 
gressional resolutlon'^.'.'is that it was 
usurptlon by the legislative branch of a 
function of the exectitive. 


The hint of trouble for the resohitlon 
In the house has been Justllled, for the 
trou»)le has materialzed. The rock upon 
which the two houses split Is as was 
predicted tho recognition of the indo- 
pendence of the existing republic, were 
that clause of the senate resolutions 
eliminated nothing could have prevented 
Immediate concurrence by the house, as 
the great majority of the RepuVilicans 
of the lower branch of congress are 
eager for a conclusion. But the senate 
in declaring 
for the 
recognlti»m of 
Cuba’s Independence against the direct 
and 
specific 
recommendation of tho 
president has given the conservatives 
a rallying cry from the standpoint of 
party loyalty, which has proved very 
effective so far. One of the most prom­ 
inent Republican leaders on the iloor 
of the house dominated that portion of 
the senate resolutions a direct “assault" 
upon the pres'dent which no loyal Re­ 
publican could indorse. 


And upon this theory Speaker Reed 
and his 
lieuten.'\nts were 
proceeding 
yesterday In their cam paign 
against 
concurrence in the senate resolution» 
All day long the speaker's rooms at 
the Shoreham were like the headquar­ 
ters of the com m ander-ln-chlef of an 
arm y. 
He consulted w ith hts lieuten­ 
ants. DIngley, Dalzell, Cannon, Grosven- 
or and Payne of New York. 
He saw 
Joy of Missouri, Lorim er of Illinois, 
Hcatw ole of M innesota and other lead­ 
ers of the Republican opposition, and 
through other agencies had a thorough 
canvass m ade of the Republican side of 
the house, l^ist night 
w as confident 
th at 
th e 
Republicans of the 
house 
could be m arshalled against yielding to 
the senate on the m ain Issue. 
H oar 
counseled the house leaders to reject 
tenaciously the senate's proposition. He 
assured them th at the senate w'ould not 
hold out. 


Possibly 
th e 
strongest 
argum ent 
brought to bear was th a t the president 
him self could not approve any re.solu- 
tlon which contained such an Invasion 
of the prerogative, and which so plainly 
violated every precedent of Internation­ 
al law. 
This strong Intim ation of a 
presidential veto, which would Involve 
an entirely new start and the delays 
Incident to It, had a powerful Influence, 
although In certain q uarters It w’as a s ­ 
serted th a t a presidential veto would 
be over-ridden. The suggestion th at the 
president m ight sign the resolution and 
send a m essage to congress saying th at 
the clause recognizing the Independence 
of Cuba w as u ltra vires—beyond the 
jurisdiction of congress—w as frowned 
upon by the president’s friends. 


Those who were In favor of concur­ 
rence In the senate am endm ent were 
not particularly active yesterday, but a t 
one tim e it w as said th a t th irty -th ree 
Republicans had agreed to vote for con­ 
currence.

The 
same rule, It Is said, w*ould apply In case 
a ship of G reat B ritain or any other 
country w as engaged In carrying con­ 
traband articles. The flag would pro­ 
tect the phip as a whole, b u t It would 
not protect the contraband articles on 
hoard, the ship being subject to search 
and to seizure of the contraband a rti­ 
cles. The rule would apply equally, It 
fa said, to ships taking coal In Kingston 
for ihe use of United States naval ves­ 
sels.
